New Yorli, Dec. 7. — The expected did 
not happen Tuesday nl^lit, and all pre- 
dictions proved at fault when at a late 
hour It was announced that no confer- 
OBOO. between federal offloera and An- 
drew Carnegie had been' held at the 
latter's home. This t^irn was surpris- 
ing, for Mr. Carnegie had announced 
In the course of the day that he would 
be glad to receive a federal qfllcer, and 
it waa supposed that F. W'. Oldham, 
representing the oontrollef of the cur- 
rency, would meet him Tuesday night, 
and that the matter of the notes al- 
leged to have been given Iri Reynolds, 
of Cleveland, and said to bear the 
niamo of Andrew Carnegie, would be 
dlaouaaed. 

Aa unexpeoted aa the aowa that no 
conference was held was the depart- 
ure of Mrs. Chadwlck from the Hol- 
land house, where she has resided for 
tlie New Amsterdam hotel. She was 
iMoompa^ied by her son and a maid 
aad took with her aome bafgage. Se- 
cret service men who have been at the 
Holland for several days followed Mrs. 
, Chadwlck. 

Stories of Poseible ArreaU> 

Andrew Squire, a derolaiid attor- 
ney, representing Irl Reynolds, made 
the Announcement Tuesday night aft- 
er several conferences with Receiver 
Lyon, Mr. Oldham and others that he 
believed there would be no further de- 
velopments In the case before Wednes- 
day, and also said that Mr. DIdham 
had returned to WashinKton. This an- 
nouncement was the first indication 
that there would not bo a meeting at 
Mr. Carnegie's home Tuesday night.

Senator Platf a Bill Providing Per fie> 

ductlon of Representation of Cer- 
tain States in Congress Prin- 
•HMNy M Hioioutli. 

Washington, Dec 7.— Senate— The 
senate was in session for more than 
two hours Tuesday and In addition to 
listening to the reading of tho presi- 
dent's measage, received a prollml- 
muf report from tho merchant marine 
commisalon, witnessed the induction 
of Senators Knox and Crane into of- 
fice and in executive session referred 
the presidential nominations to the 
proper committees. The reading of 
the commiaaiona of the two now sen- 
ators attracted more attention than 
usual in such cases on account of their 
prominence, and senators generally 
did not fall to note the peculiar word- 
ing of Gov. Pennypacker's communica- 
tion, wherein conferred the ofllce of 
senator npoa Mr. ^^MnE» omploylng 
him to hold It with air its emoluments 
and privileges until the next meeting 
of the legislature of the state "If he 
shall so long behave himself well." 

House — After listening to the read- 
ing of the prealdent's annual msaaage 
Tuesday the house adjourned until 
Wednesday. During the first ten min- 
utes of the session, two minor routine 
matters were disposed of. Representa- 
tive Hill (Ct.) Tuesday Introduced a 
bill providing for the redemption of 
United Statoa treasury notesr ksawn 
as silver certificates in gold coin and 
directing the secretary of the treasury 
to set apart 1150,000,000 in ^old and 
bullion for the {purpose. The act makes 
it the duty of the secretary of the 
treasufy to maintain gold reserve cor- 
reapondtag to not lesa than 85 per 
cent of all United States notes in cir- 
culation. For the debt incurred by 
the redemption of the notes, the sec- 
retary of t be treasury is to Issue bonds 
of 150 or any motiple bOMrtaUT' iBltlMt 
at i per cent 

Senator Piatt's Bill. 

Senator Thomas C. Piatt, of New 
York, will Introduce a bill providing 
for the reduction of the repreoaStatlOB 
of certain statoa in congress, princi 
pally in the south. Many bills of this 
character have been offered from time 
to time in the other branch of con- 
gress, but no persistent effort has 
been exerted to pass Any of ihem. The 
measure to bo preeented by Senator 
Piatt is said to have originated in the 
report of republican club in New York 
city. 

Senator Piatt, when he presents the 
i)ill, will call attention to the fact that 
it win affect northern states, especial- 
ly Massachuaetts, as well as states in 

the south. Its backers- will declare 
that the measure is non paiiisan. 

The bill proposes that the represen- 
tation of a state shall be based on the 
male voting population, according to 
the laat official census. The reduction 
In southern and solidly democratic del- 
egations should the bill become a law 
Is estimated at 10 members.

Booheator, lad.. Dee. T.— Throe dead 

and one seriously wounded Is the re- 
sult of the Jealousy of Wilson Bums, 
aged 50, who Tuesday night shot and 
Instantly lillled his wife and Joe Gripe, 
at whose home his wife was employ* 
ed. After the laiUng Bums walked 
two mllea to tho home of his slater, 
where he blew off the top of his own 
head. Mrs. Braman, who also lived at 
the home of Gripe, was struck by scat- 
tering shot from the charges that liill- 
ed the other members of the house- 
hold, and is in a serious condition. 
She will probably recover. 

The murders were committed at the 
home of Joseph (J ripe, one of the vic- 
tims. Burns was a teacher and was 
separated from bis wife, who bad ta- 
ken employment at the Gripe home, 
four mllea south of hero. The mur^ 
ders were committed with a shotgun. 
The Man Drank to Kxetss. 
After the killing Bums went to the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Werner, living 
two miles away, and after entering 
the yard shot himself through the head 
with his mm. He was dead when 
found a moment after the shooting. 
Bums drank to excess at times and 
his wife had taken, her four children 
and left him several times before to 
avoid his treatment. While at Marion 
recently he told some of his relatives 
that he was going back home to kill 
his wife, Joseph Sprowl, her father, 
and Joseph Gripe, whmn ho charfed 
with alienating hia wife's affections. 
Letters were sent here 'from Marion 
warning those threatened. Hurns re- 
turned recently to the Werner home, 
where he was living He did not re- 
peat his. threats, and no trouble had 
been feared. 

The murdered wife is his second, 
his first wife having left hita 12 years 
aKo <u) iKCduiit of his habits. Gripe 
was unmarried and lived with his aged 
mother. Mrs. Burns was employed at 
the house. Mrs. Braman. who waa 
injured by ahot la an aged woman 
who made her home with the Qripe 
family. 

The Victlma Were at Supper. 
Late Tuesday evening fiums took 
his shotgun and started for the Oripe 

home. AVI-] 'uti Hi while the fam- 

ily WHS ai Mi|ipi r. He fired through 
the window, tearing a part of hia 
wife's bead off. The baby beside her 
escaped injury. Before the family 
could move a aecood ahot otne 
through the window, taking effect In 
Gripe's head, killing him in.siantly. 
The murderer then walked away, and 
on ai riving at his sister's home, two 
miles away, placed the musule of the 
gun In hie mouth and ahot his head oC. 
Mrs. Braman was strucit by the flying 
shot but will recover. She is an In- 
valid and can not walk Ciiiii 's ai^ed 
mother, who was at the table, was not 
injured. ^ 

Whcn,Sberiff Bailey and his depu- 
ties arrived at tho aeono of tho mur- 
der the Dody of the dead wOtaan was 
found sitting In a chair. The body of 
Gripe was femd lying under the ai^^ 
per table.
